Mass Conversion of down-traddens 


Christian missionaries took the 
fullest ndvantages of the easte dis: 
abilities from which the low caste 
people suffered. Thus they started 
i the Dombs and the 
Panos inthe Ganjam agencies, The 
preachers freely mixed with them, 
spent nights in their “company, 
participated in thelr social funetions 
without any hatred oF prejudice and 
aradually convineed them to 
embrace Christianity so as to 
become one with other privileged 
castes, The Panos were thrilled to 
hhave sueh experience with foreign 
ers and embraced Christianity on a 
mass senle, In the meantime th 
Missionaries learnt tribal Tanguage, 
tnd acquired a thorough knowledge 
of their culture, “They studied very. 
carefully the psychology of the 
tribals, —socio-eeonomle condition 
tnd above all thelr cultural traits, 
beliefs and customs. They diste- 
uted food-stulTs dung thelr fear 
‘months, treated thom sympathel 
cally in their sulferings, participated 
in their traditional fumetions and 
preached the sayings of Jesus in 
their tribal languages. Saoras wh 
‘wore considered at barberous by 
the Hindus felt its 
with the forelgn mis 


‘equals, ‘The large conversion of the 
Doms was another impetus to the 
Saoras being converted in similar 
Saoras manner, It has been collected 
‘during feld work that missionaries 
fest attracted the tribals by admint- 
tering medicines and nursing'the 
sick, Before conversion the rel: 
ious belies of the tribal people led 
lo heavy expenditure, incurred on 
cunt of innumerable sacri 

ilo, chicken, pig and 
is was responsible for 
cchronie poverty. Missionaries 
td very carefully the religious prac 
tices of the tribals and wanted to 
convince them that medicine 
charmed by God can cure any 
lisease and thelr was no necessity 
‘of performing costly sacrifice. 
when the cures were effected the 
sufferers Delieved the Godin 
whose name it was done, 


‘There were also missionary actl- 
Vities in the districts of Sundargarh, 
Kalahandi, Phulbant and Koraput. 
During eld investigation in Sundar. 
sarh district it was found that most 
of the Munda tribes had been con- 
verted since 50 years back, Tribes 
like Ornons, Sioras and” Mundas 
have also been converted in large 
numbers, 


CHAPTER 1 


Social Change 


‘The tribals have abandoned some 
of their traditional belief and eus- 
toms after conversion, but some of 
the traditional cultural elements are 
Mill retained by them, 


Both converts and non-converts 
continue to obey. the rigidity of 
caste rules regarding interdining 


and inter-marriages. According to 
Christian religion all human beings 
{ arechildren. of God. There is no 
prohibition for intermarriage oF 
{nter-dining, Converts do say that 
thege it no harm to take food fron 
the castes or other tribes whom 
they consider lower in social status 
hut they novertheless follow their 
town traditional practices, A eon 
verted tribal can take food from 
ioneonverted, belonging to. the 
same tribe but not from the lower 
feat people such as Dom or Pano 
Marriage by negotiation takes place 
only among the converted. group. 
Intergroup marriages are few and 
are still considered to be unusual. 
‘There ix no bar for a convert to 
marry @ non-convert but martiag 
hetween oman Catholies and 
Lutherans are prohibited. None 
Christians are converted before oF

Negotiation is stil the dominant 
form of marriage. All tribes main- 
tain clan exogamy even after being 
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‘converted. ‘The Kisans are divided* 
into sixteen exogamous groups with.

fed tribals is diferent from the 
traditional methods. Christian 
marriage is registered in the church, 
‘The form is filed up and attested 
by the signature or thumb impres 
sion of the bride and bridegroom, 
Rings are also exchanged between 
‘them, In certain eases converted 
tribals also perform the traditional 
rites before going through the 
Christian ceremony, 


Divorce is socially approved 
among the tribals, but among the 
‘converts itis wery dificult to give 
elfect to it.The process is not only 
expensive, itis also. troublesome 
‘One has to flea case for permanent 
separation and has to pass through 
‘Jot of formalities. ‘Therefore, if 


any conic arises between husband 
land wife they prefer to sort out the 
matters botween them rather than, 
foing for the formalities of divores, 


Widow remartiage is practised hy 
Doth converts and non-eonverts?

Family planning is discouraged by 
4 section of missionaries, Volum 
tary stoppage of birth is considered 
‘sin whieh goes against the prine!

Chita Birt 


Oraon women observe birth pollu- 
tion for 9 days while converted 
Oraons do it for one day only. In 
case of delivery trouble Christians 
prefer to take medical help while 
hon ed take recourse to 
agico-religious practices, ‘The 
Tntter are now progressively Snell- 
hing towards medieal treatment, 


Name-giving¢eremony 


Tribals prefer to name thelr 
children after their ancestors, 
Oraons and Mundas, on the day of 
rhame giving ceremony, keep ote 
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ppotfull of water and drop two grains 
‘of paddy therein after uttering the 
name of an ancestor. If the 
two grains float together then the 
tame of that ancestor holds, if not 
‘another name is tried with a fresh 
ais of grains. Christian Oraons 
flso perform this ceremony. Then 
they inform the priest who comes 
to visit the village Church. The 
priest again gives a Bible name te 
‘the child and blesses it 


Death Coremony 


‘Tribal death ceremony is an 
elaborate affair. The tribals are 
very much afraid of ghosts, 
spirits and ancestors who live in 
the under-world, After death a 
person enters in to the under 
World. ‘The dead cannot take 
place among the ancestors unless 
Geath rites are performed. 
Besides, if soul of the dead is 
tinsatisfled ft ean do any harm 


death rites are performed ela 
horately both for fear of and love 
for the dead. The family mem- 
bers spend money beyond their 
to the family members. In order 
capacity, In past dead bodies 
‘were generally buried but now 
cremation is the general practice 
under Hindu influence 


Converted tribals follow the 
Christian principle regarding the 
disposal of the deads. ‘The prea 
cher is asked to bless the soul 
fof the dead. People take the 
‘dead body in wooden coffin and 
bury it in the grave yard. The 
villagers, frionds and relatives 
present offer one handful of earth 
in honour of the dead. The 
prescher reads Bible and prays 
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God for His grace on the desd* 
‘The converts and the non-converts 
do not share a common grave yard. 
In a village separate grave yards 
are demareated for the converts 
‘and the non-converts After 
‘burying the dead the converts put 
holy Cross mark on the grave 
yard, 


Education 


Missionaries who have come to 
spread Christianity in tribal areas 
hhave also started schools. Tribals 
after conversion, get free educa- 
tional facilities from the church 
organization. The converted tribals 
show higher percentage literacy 
‘than the non-converted. The 
former now like to edueate thelt 
children for better employment 
than the non-converts. Female 
‘education has been encouraged 
among the converts. Many 
Christian tribals girls are now 
serving as school teachers and 
nurses. Specially in Sundargarh 
district most of the edueated 
tribals are Christians. 


Heath, Hiygine and Diseases 


Tribal people stil believe in 
evil sprits and witcheraft. For 
the treatment of diseases tribal 
‘approach the Ojha who diagnoses 
the diseases and effects cure by. 
magico-religious rites and by 
people of Sundargarh district 
prescribing herbal medicines. The 
more primitive Lanjia Saoras of 
Ganjam and Koraput agency pro- 
pitlate the malevolent spirits by 
the help of spirit medium called 
Kudang, The Kudang is compe- 
tant encugh to relay the wishes ot 
malevolent spirits or ancestors 10 
the people. ‘This, belief is 9 
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“strongly entrenched in the minds 
fof the Suoras that even those 
living near the Seranga Hospital 
also sacrifice fowl, pig. etc, to cure 
the ailments. ‘The converted 
tribals take recourse to medical 
‘treatment. Missionaries hay © 
provided free medical facilities 
‘and sometimes medicines are 
Aisteibuted free of cost. In villages 
‘the preacher advises the people for 
using modern medicine for curing 
the diseases, 


‘The converted tribals are more 
hhyglenic. Most of the non-con- 
verted are of the opinion that fate 
and supernatural powers were 
responsible for disease and death 
while converts believes that mal- 
nutrition and unhygenie habits 
‘were the determining factors. The 
Tatter have learnt to keep thelr 
hhouses neat and clean. Converted 
tribals not only clean thelr dress. 
Dbut they also keep their houses and 
villages clean. 


‘Dress and Ornaments 


‘Tribal women like to wear 
‘ornaments made of brass, beads 
‘and alloy. Women are fond of 
covering their chest _propusely 
‘with bead strings necklaces of 
brass and alloy, and wearing brass 
bangles. The Saora women adorn 
their ears with heavy wooden 
dlges. Many men also wear neck- 
laces and ear-rings. But after 
‘accepting christianity they are 
advised to discard these. A 
converted tribal wears clean 
clothes and 2 fev light ornaments. 


Dance, Drama and Music 


‘After the day's herd labour the 
tribals enjoy their life by singing, 
dancing and drinking. They 


compose their own songs, * use 
‘musical instruments of their own 
making and dance according. to 
their own tradition. Converted 
tribals dance only during Christian 
festivals. Songs are now 

sed by the missionaries in tribal 
languages depicting the glory of 
Sesus Chirst 


Drinking is sssociated with 
ance and music. Besides it is a 
‘must for performing any ritual, 
‘The missionaries except the 
Roman Catholics discourage drink 
ing. In the village Rothupada of 
Rajgangpur block all villagers 
‘were converted to the Lutheran 
sect but as drinking was not 
allowed all of them became 
Roman Catholics. 


Other habits 


Kisans, Oraons and Saoras were 
formerly. beat eaters. Being ine 
fluenced by Hindus Orans, Kisans 
and Saoras gave up beaf but after 
conversion they again started 
cating it 
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Misonaries never wanted to bring 
‘much change in the economy of 
the people by introducing any 
new method of poduetion for thelr 
livelihood. The traditional eco- 
rnomy with shifting cultivation 
collection of minor forest products 
snd distribution of the produces, 
have not undergone any major 
change under the impact of 
Christianity. It is however true 
that the people after conversion 
Ihave become more conscious of 
‘the outsiders and this has to some

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‘A Study on the Socio-Economic condition of the kansari caste 
‘im Sambalpur District” 


\AThis,report was prepared in theyear 1961 by Shri Ch. Prasanta 
Kumar” Mohapatra, ResearchAssistant, Tribal Research Bureau. 
‘The purpose of this study was to determine the caste status of the 
Kansari in village Kulita Tukura in the PS, of Atabira of 
Sambalpur district for their inclusion in the lst of other backward 
classes. Shri Ch. P. K. Mohapatra is now serving as Research OMcer 


in the Tribal Research Bureau, 


Migration 


‘The Kansaris of Sambalpur dis- 
trolt always refer to the village 
Kantillo in Puri district as their 
original home from where they 
migrated to the districts of 
Bolangir and Sambalpur. Though 
‘he nctual time when they started 
migrating to this region is not 
known it may be assumed that 
more than two hundred years have 
lapsed since the first migration. 
‘The older people say that they 
hhave been inhabiting this region 
for some generation. Migration is 
rot complete by now, Until very 
recently people are migrating 10 
this region. “An example may be 
ited in this connection from 
village Kullta Tukura. In many 
Kansari villages a section of 
people are found who are known 
‘as "Kantilia”, On enquiry it was 
found that this section of people 
migrated to this region very 
recently, about 40 to 50 years 
ack. As they have migrated 
much later, they have set a 
separate namlet in the same 
village and have established them- 
selves there. The name "Kantilis,” 


thus, implies a fresh and late 
migration. The other Kansaris of 
the same village have forgotten 
the time of thelr migration but 
say emphatically that thelr fore- 
fathers have migrated from 
Kantillo, a Thatari village in Purl 
district. This village is situated at 
4 place from where there was a 
route connecting the distelets of 
Bolangir and Sambalpur, inclu 
ding the rest of western region 
of the State of Orissa, with 
village Kantillo and Puri, ‘The 
route is now abandoned but the 
ruined remnants are still visible, 
‘The villages which the Kansaris in 
Bolangir and Sambalpur districts 
Inhabit always We in the close 
proximity of the aforesaid route. 
‘This is another indication of thelr 
ppast migration along the tradi- 
tional route.

‘The Kansarls do not own much 
land, ‘The nature and type of their 
‘work do not permit them to devote 
time for cultivation, ‘The following 
figures show the pattern of land:

From all these it can be assumed 
that the Kansaris are economically 
more backward than other neigh 
outing caste groups who mostly 
<epend on land and posses land in 
large quantity. Ancther point may 
be taken into consideration that 
‘they have to pay cash for services 


and goods. ‘The barber, the 
washerman and the drummers) do 
not accept annual payment but 


demand cash payment for their 
services, The Kansaris, thus, al- 
‘ways need cash to obtain the neces 
sities of life. Since they cannot 
‘traditional occupa 
hor switchover to other 
‘occupation they always depend on 
the merchants who have the means 
‘or organizing it on profitable basi, 
their dependanee on the merchants 
4s imereasing progressively. 


Retigion and Rituals 


‘The reigning deity of the 
Kansaris ts Viswakarma the" god of 
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“crafts and architecture. They 
‘worship all the implements that are 
used in their traditional occupation, 
‘The observance of the religious 
festival "Khudurukuni Osa” isa 
speciality of the Kansaris of Sambal- 
pur. No other caste or tribe of this 
region observes this festival. This 
{sa further proof of the migration 
‘of the Kansaris from the coastal 
districts of Cuttack and Purl where 
this ceremony is regularly observed. 
Like the Thataris of Purl distriet 
they also worship other Hindu gods 
and goddesses, 


‘The death and birth. ceremonies 
are observed tike other Hindu easte 
kroups where the services of 
Brahmin, basber and washerman 
"The dead bodies 
fof the Thataris in Puri distret are 
‘burnt Sutin Sambalpur they mostly 
bury the dead, ‘The reason given 
4s that they eannot afford to bur 
‘the dead as It involves considerable 
expenditure. This indicates that 
‘the Kansaris of Sambalpur district 
Ihave not increased their standard 
of living after migrating to this 
rogion, 


Conclusion 


From the above facts. is esta- 
bisted that the Kansaris are not 


‘the oviginal settlers of the Sambal- 
pur district. They have migrated 
from the village Kantillo and. its 
neighbouring places which are cen- 
tes of Bell-metal industry in Orissa, 
(On enquiry it was found that the 
‘Thataris of village Kantillo «who 
hhave heen included in the 0. B.C. 
list also sometimes call themselves 
as Kansari, The traditional oecupa-

In fuet the 
teachers in the Ashram Schools 
shoulder greater responsibility by 
remaining in whole time charge of 
the students, Due to pressure of 
‘work they sometimes do not avail 
the various vacations of the school 
Hence it isthe common grivenee ot 
tll the tenehers to have some 
special allowance whieh will be an 
Impetus to do better work, 


A tencher in the Ashram Sehoot 
Is expected to teach in different 
way than what a teacher teaches in 
‘ordinary educational institutions 
Therefore he must have certain 
tribal basis at his background to 
motivate him to mix with the tribal 
students freely and to cultivate 
friendly relationship with them, It 
is indispensible that he must have 
some tribal orientation training 
before coming to an Ashram School 
But itis in variably found that 
most of the teachers in these four 
Institutions are untrained. Tt 
should be comulsory for all the 
teachers to be departmentally 
‘rained so that they can perform 
‘their work in a special manner.

games, Sometimes the schools are 
not supplied with game articles 
regularly and therefore, they are 
ebarred from playing. Since one 
year, Takara Ashram School as 
hot been provided with any game 
articles. Each school has also been 
provided with indoor game articles 
‘such as; Carom, Chess-board. and 
Mieman, It is) invariably found 
‘that the tribal students have got 
more propensity towards outdoor 
‘games than indoor games, 
Sports 

No sports have beon introduced 
In any Ashram Schools, excepting 
‘at Chandikhole, Since there 1s no 
provision for sports, the teachers 
fand the students donot take any 
interest to organise it.The schools 
4o not participate in district sports. 
At Chandikhole annual sports take 
place where both the tribals and 
hhonctribal students participate, 
Sometimes the tribal students make 
‘wonderful scores in High Jump and 
Long Jump, Hence arrangement 
should be made to introduce sports 
fm each Ashram School so that the 
tribal students can participate in 
them and prove themselves eflicent 
‘equally with the non-tribals, 
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A.€,C. and N.€. 6. 


A.C. €. has boen introduced In 
each Ashram Schoo! in the year 
1960-61. Tt is not compulsory for 
all he students to join in A. C. C. 
Only 60 cadets ave been selected 
from class IV to class VIT who have 
joined A. C.C. They have been 
supplied with dress, One of the 
assistant teachers, trained in AGC. 


from Cuttack, sin charge of the 


‘A.C, C, in the respective Ashram 
Schools, For imparting A, C. C., 
training to the students an extra 
allowanee of Rs. 100 i given to the 
‘Trained Teacher. Tn the year 1905, 
A.C. C, students from ench Ashram 
School went to Chandikhole to 
attend the eamp for a. fortnight, 
‘At present attempts are being ma 
to organise N.C. C. in all Ashram 
Schools 


AMLAhese have got a significant 
Influence on the students of Ashram 
Schools. It ts. found that the 
students longing to the tribal 
communities like, Santas, Kols and 
Bhumijas are very keen at the 
modern games, whereas the kondhs, 
Rathod, Sabaras, Mahalls and 
Khairas do not show much Interest. 
‘The latter groups prefer to. play 
country games, This is because of 
‘their cultural backwardness, The 
Santols and others in. Mayurbhan} 
fare very much interested In outdoor 
fzames. Even during vacations they 
play football, volley ball, ote. in 
thelr respective villages. 


Recreations) Activities 


Esch school manages to purchase 
Oriya newspaper "Samaj" or 
Matrubhumi” and some Oriya 
‘magazines, as, “Tuan-Tuin', 


"Nabagiban’ ete, from its ewn fund, 
Im the evening after the prayer, the 
teacher gives the paper to a boy to 
read it aloud and other students are 
made to listen. ‘The students 
their leisure hours read the 
magazines. On every Saturday 
after the school hours, they 
sesemble ina hall and the teachers 
too come there for debating. The 
teacher in charge of recreational 
activities suggests any topic and the 
Interested students come one ofter 
‘another and participate In the 
debate, Sometimes some poetic 
‘competitions ('Padyantar’) take 
place, Since there Is no impetus, 
the students invariably avold to 
come for debating, ele, Arrange: 
iments for awarding prizes for such 
literary discussion should be done 
to encourage healthy competition 
among the students 


Excepting these literary aett- 
vitles, other activites like; dance, 
drama, muse ete, take place in 
fach Ashram Sehool. On the ocen 
sion of Saraswati and Ganesh Puja, 
rama are staged, Both the 
students and the teachers particl= 
pate in them, On 15th August and 
26th January (Independent days) 
variety entertainments aro also 
staged by the students. Boys from. 
various tribal communities sing 
songs of thelr own language and 
cexiiit group dance. To encour 
ie the songs and dances among 
the students, each Ashram School 
hhas been provided with musical 
instruments. 


On every ‘Dols’ and “Makera’ 
festivals the students go to noar by 
place for picnic, Sometime during 
vacations they goto places of 
interest for excursion, The students 
also dos. 0 me philanthropic 
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activities, On 15th August or on 
"Gurudibasa’, (Teachers day) they 
4g0 to a nearby village to repair any 
‘damaged road oto elean the village 
garbage or stinky well or tank, 
Some ofthe students volunteer thelr 
services to maintain law and order 
uring. local fairs and festivals, 
‘They also render services in extin 
Auishing fire, when the houses are 
feaught with fe, 


Howover, taking all factors. into 
‘consideration outlook of the. tribat 
students is very limited. Arrange 
‘ment should be done to. send the 
hoys outside, so that they ean 
enrich their knowledge, Provision 
for excursing to other districts 
should be made, so that the students 
can go outside once ina year, 
‘There is some provision for this for 
Chandikhole High School. Other 
schools should also get such 
faciity. 
Library 

‘There Ig general library in each 
Ashram School, About 5 to. 7 
‘nundred books have been supplied to 
eneh general Lary, Mast nf the 
books are textbooks wnd there are 
4 few books of short  stortes, bio 
raphles, poetry and novels. Each 
lass has a library period once in a 
‘voek, “Ench Ashram School has 
tot a room ealled Library-evim. 
Common Room. ‘The community 
et radio supplied by. the Govern- 
‘ment iv also kept in the Nbrary and 
a payed on for the student. 


It is essential that each class 
should have a separate brary 
‘There is such provision in every 
educational institution, If there 
would be separate Ubrary for exch 
class, the students of each class 
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‘would get the facility to take more 
hooks and read more, Moreover 
Popular scientific hooks should also 
Je supplied regularly to exch ens, 
so that students can enrich thelr 
knowledge, “4 


ORGANISATION OF ‘THE 
‘ASHRAM SCHOOL 


‘The aim of Ashram School orga 

sation Is to remove the age-old 
iMiteracy of the multitudes of tribals 
fand to make the tribal studonts 
selfiependent, active, democratic 
‘and free citizen in Indian socety 
Not onty they will be the leaders of 
their own community but it is 
imperative that they must  contri- 
bute their leadership in free India 
after being fully rationalised. ‘They 
‘must be trained in such q manner 
that they can establish thelr 
careers as doctors, lawyers, engi- 
neers and educationists like other 
citizens in India and hence, this 
‘organisation was started, 


In the beginning it was an ardous 
task to divert the tribal students 
to. these educational institutions 
Tn the year 1944 when a Sevashram 
was started at Chandikhote, only 
12 students could be brought with 
‘much persuation to. thelr parents, 
At thot time emphasis was not 
sven on edueation but on hand 
rafts and more on mertymaking 
‘The alm wos to attract more 
students, ‘The Sevashram students 
In the evening used to dance 
“Ghumra’,and play ‘Puchhike’. Th 
students in all the ashram schools 
were supplied ‘Khaddas’ dress and 
caps. ‘They were given free lo- 
{ing ‘and fooding. Each student 
was given a monthly stipend of Re 12 
In due course when more students 
fame to the institutions, primary 
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‘education was introduced. The 
students were given parrot teach 
Ing with graphical representations. 
‘But emphasis was given on agricul 
ture. The institutions were allotted 
‘with sulMeient lands and a trained 
agriculture teacher to teach garde- 
ning to the students. In the year 
1948, again emphasis was given on 
‘the vocational subjects like, weav- 
ing, carpentry, talring, pouty 
__ tearing, ete. and less importance 
towards education. The intension 
was to remove the ‘literacy to 
some extent and to make the 
students specialised in any of the 
Vocations, so. that in future they 
‘ean eve out thelr livelihood inde- 
pendently. Students remained 
busy throughout the day to attain 
proficiency in those vocational sub 
Jects. Specialised and trained 
teachers were kept for teaching the 
vocational subjects. Emphasis was 
siven on sale proceeds, as enough 
‘money used to be spent for these 
things. “In the year 1950, it was 
{elt that students along with the 
Yocational training should also be 
given theoretical instruction 


‘Special educational courses were 
introduced by the department in 
these institutions. None, other than 
the tribal students were allowed to 
read in the Ashram Schools. The 
tribal students became the boarders 
land they were given free lodging. 
fooding and other accestories. 
Gradually stress was given on edu 
cation and the upper primary classes 
were introduced. Even then the 
vocational subjects and the agri 
culture remained as compulsory 
subjects, In the year 1955 those 
‘upper primary standards were up- 
graded and middle English standard 


‘was introduced, More emphasis, 
was given on education. The general 
‘curriculums of edueation depart- 
‘ment were introduced and teachers 
‘were appointed to teach theoretical 
subjects. 


Gradually less importance was 
given on vocational subjects, 
‘Weaving in some Ashram Schools 
was abolished. The voeational sub, 
jects became optional for class VIE 
‘students after 1964. Carpentry and 
tailoring remained compulsory for 
the students from classes IV to VI. 
20 per cent of the day scholary were 
allowed to read in the Ashram 
School. For agriculture, no period 
‘was alloted during school hours, 
‘The tenchers were directed to give 
‘mphasis on theoretical instructions. 
So that at least 00 per cent of the 
students would past in the Board 
Examination. However, gradual 
{importance was given on education 
{in order to make the students well- 
prepared for higher education, 


Rote of the Students 


Ashram school is a well designed 
and disciplined organization of the 
teachers and the students, Both 
are identical and have specie fune- 
tons but inseparable. Both are 
important part and parcels of 
Ashram School, Both move 
paralely with emotional ties, Self- 
hhelp and mutual help are the ream. 
bes of the students and_ teachers. 
Both live together and play 
different rolesin the organisation of 
the Ashram School. 


‘The first and foremost duty of 
the students is to read. Side by 
side they are to learn other things 
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being active participants. They adhered to the following prescribed

Hostels and accommodation 


Hostels have been provided to

‘Ashram School. Pooding, lodging, 
clothings and other provisions are 
freely supplied to the boarders. in 
‘the hostel. The sum of Rs. 26 is 
spent for each barder monthly, the 
‘etails of which is given below—~ 
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teachers have been provided with 


‘quarters , 7 quarters at shert, 7 
quarters at Chandikhole, and 2 
quarters for the Malis and 8 
quarters have heen provided at 
Takara Ashram School. The asim 
fs to keep the teachers in close 
‘contact with the students, s0 that 
they can be more vigilant of the 
students, The teachers are not 
‘allowed to remain out side the 
‘choo! Campus, But the existing 
‘accommodations are not suf 

fither for the students or for the 
teachers. At Chanditot, the 
{otal number of boarders being 
200, are facing acute problem of 
accommodations. Sometimes, the 
Students re being accommodated 
in clase rooms. Some of the High 


School Staif have also not been 
provided with quarters, At Takara 
‘and Basipitha mare, two to three 
‘quarters are required. Moreover, 
the attendants have also not heen 
provided with any quarters and 
hey are remaining in the class 
rooms. Due to improper eare and 
Irregular minor repairs the quarters 
land school building at Takra 
and Bisipitha Ashram Schools are 
In dilapidated conditions. 


‘Study Materials 


Each boarder is supplied with 
study materials, such ss text 
Dooks, 5} quires of white paper, 
two pencils, one Instrument tox, 
fone scale, one rubber, four ink 
tablets, four nis, one handle, one 
‘drawing book and one map-drawing 
book annually Moreover, the 
schools are also supplied with 
feta textbooks, maps, geograpli 
cal charts, globes, ete. Tt Is the 
isrievance of all the teachers that 
the textbooks are not supplied to 
‘the students in time but mn 
after the beginning of the session. 
Due to this, the courses eannot be 
completed in time. Moreover 
sufficient mumber of geographical 
charts and seiemiifie charts are not 
provided to the school. 


Medical facilites 


Proper medical facilities have 
also been provided to each Ashram 
School. Special grant of Rs. 480 
Inns been alloted to each school. 
Each school is having a First Aid 
Box. Moreover, 10 N. P. is spent 
for medicine for’ each student in 
the school. Each school is having 
@ separate room where the 
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‘liseased students remain in their 
‘convalescent period, Students 
while suffering, are taken eare of 
by their friends and — teachers, 
‘There is a Primary Health Centre 
near Basipitha Ashram * Schdol, 
The doctor of that Centre visits 
the Ashram School regularly and 
gets Rs, 40 as honorarium, There 
Is also a six-beded Hospital near 
Shrat Ashram School! and the 
doctor of that hospital visits the 
students. The doctor of the local 
Primary Health Centre also visits 
students of Chandikhole Ashrana 
school. The doctor at Daspalla 
Primary Health Centre visits the 
students of Takara Ashram school 
Moreover, there sa _six-beded 
foospital managed by ‘Tribal & 
Mural Welfare Department near 
‘Takara Ashram  Sehool, When 
the students sulfer from any 
infectious disease, they are sent 
{to the hospital and he cost is met 
from the students mass, 


Ashram School is a snered 
‘stitution. where the students 
work and learn, They do their 
work themselves. They are not 
parasites and develop a spirit of 
hrecame sef-sulficency by following 
the rigid routine of Ashram School 
Hence, when they come out of the 
Ashram Campus they face the 
hazards of life boldly and with 
Intense audacity. 


According to 10 per cent samp 
‘ng, 28 students were selected from 
Class VI and Class VI of three 
Ashram Schools and they were 
interviewed to know the extent 
of their acceptance and adjust- 
‘ment to the prescribed currieuluia 
Of the Ashram School.

Now the question arises how fa 
‘the students are acceptable to the 
new anvironment or what are the 
various factors and forces for adopt:

Age 


Let us first take ‘age’ into consi 
Aeration, All the 38 students may 
bbe divided broadly into two age 
‘groups, Le. from 10 to 15 years and 
16 to 20 years including the Ing 
school students. Twenty-five 
students in the age group of 10 


to 15 are very humble,” submi- 
sive and dutiful. They are 
‘mindful jn their studies and 
respective vocational trainings 
They follow "the daily routine 
strictly. In contrast to it 1d 
students in the age group from 
16 to 20 are not very keen in all 
the affairs of Ashram — School 
[50 per cent of the elderly students 
Wo not read well as is) evident 
from their examination results in 
the last year annual examination, 
They do not follow the routine 
strictly as most of them neither 
0 to the agricultural class nor 
lake part in cleaning the premise, 
‘hey are very much keen fa orga 
nizing other activities such as 
drama. feasts, ete. It is found in 
Chandikhole " Ashram School that 
the tribal students are very: much 
food of imitating dress and other 
anti-social behaviour from the day- 
scholars. However, the students in 
the age-group from 10 to 15 are 
‘more acceptable to the good things 
fof the Ashram School and the 
‘elderly group are less acceptable.

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Various reasons 


(a) These are various reasons to 
substantiate the fact that studens 
fare either sitting at home oF 
‘otherwise engaged in. the agricul- 
‘ture, Most of the tribal students 
fare poor. It is impracticable on 
their part to afford to continie 
higher studies oF to take up any 
ther trainings. Of course the 
‘Tribal and Scheduled Caste stt- 
dents are eligible to get stipend... 
But duie to some administrative 
difficulties stipend eannot be given 
‘at once of within first few months 
of the session. During this period 
the students are to bear the cost 
themselves, The parents cannot 
afford to do that and hence they 
fre reluctant to send thelr children. 


(b) The students who are re- 
‘maining in the radius of 3 to 4 
‘iles fom district headquarters oF 
feat urban areas are motivated to 
tuke admission in the high schools 
Dut the students remaining 
away from the urban areas are 
‘either motivated nor can afford to 
take admission in the high schools, 
‘At Takara 53 students are sitting at 
home, only beeause most of them 
fare remaining in the interior 
feaions and far away from the 
turban areas.

{c) Majority of the tribal people

parents want that their children

{instead of wasting time in the 


‘school. Since the Ashram Schools 
fare nearby their homes, the etil 
dren are sent to the Schools, 
But after that the Children can 
not continue further studi 
‘es and are therefore, forged under 
cireumstances to help their patents 
‘and shoulder domestic burders.. Tho 
parents are not so enlightened about 
the future of their children, Hence 
they Keep their chidren engaged tn 
‘cultivation. It is also the tendency 
‘of some of the students to procure” 
jobs just after passing and be cont: 
‘ended with that. They voluntarily 
do not feel to go for higher edu- 
cation. arm

{d) Some students after passing 
from the institutions are going for 
vocational training institute at 
Mayurbhanj or to some other 
training eontres. After taking two 
sears diploma course they are 
searching for employments but 
pot getting amy seape. | They 
are also not provided with any 
‘amount with which they ean start 
independent professions. Ultimately: 
they are sitting — idle. Seeing: 
‘their conditions other students are 
gotting dispirited and even hesitate 
to take up any training as thelr 
‘professions. These are the various 
reasons for which the students are 


‘The total number of 42 ex: 
students were contacted in four 
faces. viz. Basipitha, — Sbarot 
‘Chandikhole and Takara to know 
their. positions and whereabouts 
ffter passing M. E. from various 
‘Ashram Schools. Out of 42 
sdutents, 20 students are Santals, 
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65, Biuumijas, 3, Sbaras, 1, Chammar

Mansing Margandi (Kol, age 20) of 
Labanyadeipur, P.S.’ Sarat of 
Mayurbhanj district passed M. E. 
from Sbarat Ashram School in. the 
year 1962. For 4 years he took 
{aioring training in the Schoo! 
Alter passing he could not read 
further due to poor economic condi 
tion and went to Maharaja Purna 
Chandra ‘Training Insiitute for 
taking tailoring training. In fact 
hhe took 2 years training, After 
‘completing the training he came 
‘mack home and thought to eke out 
his livelihood with this training. 
He waited patiently and searched 
fot for employment. He approached 
the various offcers in the district 
asking for help ao that he can 
start independent profession, He 
was utterly disappointed, Tn the 
Jong run he took the risk and 
borrowed the sum of Rs, 262. from 
fone of his relatives and purchased 
4 tailoring machine, Within three 
xyents he is to give back the amount 
And half of his total profit towards 


Interest. He has instalipd his shop 
fon the veranda of his house. Uptil 
now he has not been able to pay. 
back ayything. He earns Rs, 90 t0 
is, 40 per month, Another boy, 
Mandadhara Samat (Kharia) of 
village Ranibandh at Chandikbolet 
left Chandikhole Ashram School in 
the year 1960 while reading in class 
IX Since he got plucked in elasy 1X 
he wus not allowed to remain in the 
hostel. So he discontinued his 
study and went to Baripada for 
taking carpentry training After 
completing the training he came 
Douek to his home in the year 1964 

Inorder to got a job he registered 
his name in employment exchange, 

White taking training he applied to 
the Government for giving him 
Some grant, Accordingly he got 
Ks, 100 from the local block oflee 
tnd purchased some instruments 

While searching for jobs, he used 
0 prepare some furniture himself 
sitting at home. Ultimately some 
of the Instrument were broken and 
hhe had no money for repairing 
them, "Again he applied for money 
nut did not get any respond. So he 
left preparing the furnitures again 
‘and came to Bhubaneswar in search 
f jobs, Uptil now he i une: 

ployed. Mandadhara also hesitat 

to go for cultivation. It is told by 
some of the villagers that Manda 
‘dhara has started begging. Other 
‘two persons are engaged in tailoring 
shops and earn Rs. 40° per month 
Gut of 42, sx students are engaged 
n service In the eapaeity of Reon, 
railway employee, 


are sitting 
‘dle at home, Among these students 
who are sitting idle, -maxiraum 
number be. 5, belong to Taare 
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areas. They are all Khairas, excep. 
ting ‘one, who is Kondh. Those 
students who are sitting idle for not 
Betting jobs also do not fee! to go 
for cultivation or to help their 
‘parents in domestic works. Since 
‘they have passed M. E, they have 
become prestige conscious and do 
not feel to go for other works than 
service, Practically they are of no 
‘ute to their families. Out of 8, 3 of 
the students intend to continue 
further studies in the local Ashram 
Schools provided the schools are 
upgraded, But the rest 5 students 
neither want 10 read more nor to 
help their families in agriculture, 
Imut to be established as service 
holders. Due to want of Jobs they 
fare loitering almlessly. The total 
picture gives the impression that 
25, Le, about 60 per eent of the 
students have been benefitted by 
reading in the Ashram School, 
‘whereas 17, Le., about 40 per cent 
of the students have not been bene- 
{tted. Hence, it ean be said that 
‘Ashram School study s effective 
‘only for 60 per cent of the students 


[Reaction of the sundents 


‘The students after completing 
‘education in the Ashram School go 
back home with mew ideas, new 
impressions, new thoughts and 
rmotives and become elites in their 
respective villages. Each student 
begins his role at home. He gradu 
ally enteaps his family members 
in to his own ideas and thoughts. 
In the village level their contri- 
‘butions are wolimited, Out of 25. 
Wstudents have taken steps to 
start LP. Schools, Library, 
Ladies Welfare Centre and Yubak 
‘Sangha in their respective. villages. 
‘Sometimes they have taken part 


with other villagers in constructing 
new roads, tanks or wells. On the 
festive oceasions, they clean the 
entire village with other co-workers 

Some of the students who are 
‘sitting idle or engaged in agriculture 
{influence their ideas on the tradi- 
‘ional leaders, such as village priest, 
Mukhia, ete. and insist them to 
change their age-old habits and cus 

‘toms. They object at the animal 
sacrifice in each festive occasion, 
‘They also explain them to change 
the idea of animisim. They explain 
that soul does not exist in animate 
‘things. The parents are insisted 
‘upon to follow the Hindu pantheon, 
{gods and goddess. I found at Sharat 
that the village leader and some 
respectable Kols and Santals wor. 
‘hip Tulsi plant in their respective 
houses, They tell the villagers to 
‘contest for sarpanch election so that 
they can look after their villages 
well, Sometimes the students 
who aro sitting idle tench the 
children of the village in. free of 
cont: In every traditional Panchayat 
‘meeting the old ex-students art 
called to give thelr suggestions. Tt 
{s found that the parents and 
village leaders are very enlightened 
by the ex-students in the district of 
Mayurbbanj. In contrast to. it 
some of the students (at leest 5, 
fone at Sharat and 4 at Takara) are 
found to be simply useless in enli- 
shtening thelr ideas and get them: 

selves patternised again into their 
‘age old calture, However thow 
students who influence their perso- 
nalities are elites and are expected 
to Be good leaders in future either 
in the village level or outside their 


villages. 


[EVALUATION OF ASHRAM scHooLS + 


énetion ofthe parents 


The parents of 30 ex-stwients 
were interviewed, out of which 24, 
i.e. 88eper eent of the parents were 
willing Jo send their ehildren to Ue 
Ashram School. They like the 
various curriculum of the Ashram 
School, According to them Ashram 
Schoo! is good, because the students 
are freely taught. and given free 
fooding, ete, Moreover, their 
children get opportunity to tearn 
many excepting reading They 
mix with other students of variovs 
castes and teachers ina browder 
atmosphere. One Mr. Gonranen 
Samal of Ranibandh village 
Chandikhole told "Let his son be 
not frog in the well Hie me Lat 
hhim be enlightened so that he will 
‘enlighten me". So the parents 
heartily praise the Ashram Schools. 
‘They are also satisfed with the 
help given to thelr children. “Tlaey 
confess that they have been bene. 
‘lled by their children. The rest 
17 per cent of the parents are not 
too interested of imparting duce 
tion to their ehildren in the Ashram 
Schools. Because they have not 
been benefited by thelr ehikiren 
‘They object that the vocational 
training is faulty as it does not 

inybody to be well estab 
shed in future. They again object

Peons in Government Offies and 
the rest six are sitting idle at 
home and trying to get jobs. Out 
‘of6.2 students are helping their 
parents in agriculture and the rest 
fre simply parasites. Out of these 
1 students, 4 are Scheduled tribes 
‘nd the rest 4, are clean castes 
‘The four students wre neither 
helping their parents, nor doing 
any work for the village. Hence 
this gives « pleture that for practi: 
fal purposes the Ashram School 
teaching is more effective than the 
teaching in ordinary edueat‘onal 
Institutions, The aspiration tevel 
‘of Ashram Sehool boys is too less 
‘and henee they wia in the longrun. 


Conclusion 


IIs diieult to measure in 
quantitative terms, however, taking 
{nto consideration various factors 
and forces which have played role 
in the adjustment of the students 
uring thelr stay in the Ashram 
Schools, a general pressumption 
ceould be made, 


‘The alm of establishing the 
‘Ashram School is to educate the 
tribal boys and girls who have 
remained neglected and isolated 
for centuries and transform them 


‘Accordingly vast 
sums are spent annually. for. the 


general well-being, character bull 
ding and alround education of the 
tribal boys 


Four Ashram Schools, viz 
Vasipitha, Sharat (in the District 
of Mayurbhanj) Takara (in the 
istrict of Puri) and Chandikhale 
fon the district of Cuttack) have 
been evaluated to know the effect 
veness of the education at Ashram 
Schools in forming the Characters 
of the tribal boys. In. otherwords 
to what extent the children have 
‘been benefited by getting their 
training in the Ashram Schools, 


ME. Classes {0 from class 1V" 
to class VIT have been introdaced in 
Uhree schools st Basipitha, Sarat 
‘and Takara and only Chandikhole 
‘has been upgraded into high 
school. General eurriculums a8 pre- 
valent in other edueational institu 
on have been introduced in 
Ashram — Sehools, Above all, 
socational subjects ke carpentry. 
Iailoring. weaving, agriculture. ete 
are also taught to the studeats 
The aim of giving alround educa: 
tion is to make the student self 
dependent in future, To impa 

rrarious theoretienl and vocational 
subjects qualifed teachers with 
tribal orientation training have heen. 
appointed in the Ashram Schools. 
Hostel accommodations and quarter 
arrangements have been provided 
to enable the teachers and the 
students to remain in them, Both 
the teachers and the — studente 
follow the prescribed routines, The 
students read and learn other 
‘Things simultaneously. ‘The per 
formances of the students are 
praiseworthy because 60 per cent 
‘and above students passin the U.P. 
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and 'M. E, Examinations as found 
from the records of the four 
‘Ashram Schools, 

‘The students remain in the 
Ashram School for four to eight 
‘Yeags in an entirely diferent atnuos 
Dhere and get themselves adjusied 
{o it gradually. During the span 
of few years some of the students 
pick up various new traits, ideas 
‘and thoughts, which are afterwards 
Added to their previous basic. per. 
sonalities. If we take age, ethnic 
(group, economic status, eosmopol 
‘tan and ruralism into considera 
tions, we find that about (Sper 
cent of the students are more 
Acceptable to the new environment. 
‘Tho rest 35 per cent of the studeuts 
are laggards who ultimately go 
back and remain themselves icto 
their indigenous enlture. So it 
‘can be predicted that at least 65 
Ber cent of the studtnts can be well 
Placed in the society after their 
Aepature from the Ashram Schools. 
Hence the Ashram School education 
is effective for 65 per cent of the 
students. 


Human beings cannot be brought 
{into laboratory conditions. Any 
social phenomenon cannot be 
experimented. Something can be 
Dredicted by persistant observation. 
We have to observe continuously 
for years together the frequencies 
of movements, performances and 
Activites of the ex-students after 
‘Passing from the Ashram Schools. 
‘We have to observe patiently their 
feactions in their respective  fami- 
lies and villages, to what extent they 
fre useful for thelr families. Then 
only prediction ean be made about 
the effectiveness of the study of 
‘the Ashram School. And. that 


prediction is scientific, In my 
report Uhave predicted that at least 
60% of the students are benefitted 
to their families, because some of 
‘them are engaged in higher educa: 
Jon, some of them are in service, et. 
‘They react ina different way in 
their respective families and villages 
after coming out from the Ashram 
Schools. They gradually entrap 
their fellow beings with their new 
{ideas and thoughts. In spite of this 
‘the prediction may not be seientifle 
‘as my observation was only. for a 
few days. 

However, to sum up, for better 
results and better formation of 
characters, something more should 
‘be done to make the Ashram 
Schools full‘Nedged institutions. It 
{s invariably found that the students 
‘are not provided with study materi 
alsin time (i.e. in the beginning of 
the session) for which they cannot 
‘complete thelr course in time. Pro- 
per steps should be taken to supply 
the study materials in time. Each 
school should be provided with 
sufficient number of geographical, 
historical and scientifle maps and 
charts, so that the teachers ean 
teach well and the students can 
rapse the idea well. There is a 
feeneral library in each school. 
‘The Ubrary contains insuMetent 
land outdated books which are not 
very useful at present for the si 
ents. “Hence each class should 
hhave a library with books of handl- 
crafts, biographies, scientific adven: 
tures, agriculture, ete, The teachers 
may also be provided with some 
‘reference books. 

It is found thet the students regu: 
lariy do not play football, ete, as 
sufficient number of . game articles 
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‘are not provided to the school. ‘The 
‘allotment is too insullcient and the 
teachers eannot afford to purchase 
Tor the second time if there is any 
‘wastage, Hence necessary arrange 
iment shoul be done for supplying 
samo articles regularly and thereby, 
faking the students more aequaln: 
ted with the modern games, Special 
funds ray bo allotted for purchasing 
fowspaper or other magazines 10 
Aevelop a better cultural atmosphere 
among the students, Prize distr 
Ination ceremonies should be arrant 
fed in each school to. encourage 
competition among the students. 
‘The outlook of the Adivasi students 
is very limited, To have a broader 
outlook they must be sent to far 
away places and therefore grant for 
excursion should be given to each 
‘Ashram School in due time. 


‘The vocational training given to 
“the students is inadoquate. Because 
the subjects are not compulsory for 
iany class and not taught in class VIL 
jn some Ashram Schools. Since 
‘there is no examination system the 
performances of the students 
fare not known, No cert 
Aleate of any such thing is issued to 
the students at the time of leaving 
the institution, Hence it would 
hhave been better to make the voea: 
tional subjects compulsory in ench 
‘lass and examinations would be 
feonduicted time to time, $0 that the 
students would be more interested 
fand learn more things. ‘The subs 
jects should also be introduced in 
nigh schoo! clases in a more compll- 
cated way with better. specialised 
teachers, so that the students will 
acrquire perfect knowledge about 
varions heanches, Tt will ulti: 
‘mately help them to do. something 


substantially in future, Attempts 
should be made to give some grant 
fn the basis of loan tothe ex-st: 
to start any independent craft ay 
‘thelr professions 


‘The Ashram Schools should” be 
luparaded to high sehoo! to facilitate 
further education forthe local tribal 
students. Immediate steps should 
be taken to upgrade Takara Ashram 
School, because maximum number 
of Khaira and Kondh students can 
read there. It is found that maxi 
‘mum number of students at Takara 
are sitting idle and eannot afford to 
read outside, Now the question 
farises how the school should be 
upgraded, Immediate opening of 
all lasses in high school should not 
be done. Because it ultimately 
brings bed effect on the students 
as is found at Chandikhole High 
School. Chandikhole High School 
‘was functioning separately there 
‘nd all on « sudden got annexed 
‘with the Ashram School, To run a 
high school maximum number of 
students are required. Hence to 
fl up the seats the day Scholars in 
‘4 Inrge number and untrained 
{without tribal orientation training) 
teachers were admitted who ult: 
mately eould not be harmonious 
with the tribal students and ghe pre- 
existing curriculum of the Ashram 
School, ‘There bean the acceptance 
fof bad things by the tribal students 
The teachers can, neither 
take individual care of the students 
nor work as pee preseribed routines 
Hence the headmaster wants to go 
to a high school, So. it would be 
Detter ifthe Ashram Sehools would 
the upgraded gradually and large 
umber of txtbal students would he 
admitted in New of day-scholars, 


Poste efforts should be made to 
‘appoint the trained teachers or the 
untrained teachers should be com: 
Dulsorily sent for training, So that 
there will be better understanding 
and co-bperation among the 
‘teadhers find the students, 


Arrangements for giving special 
q allowance for the teachers and 
] staff of the Ashram Schools should 

bbe made, They feel dispirited for 

* having equal pay with the tenchers 
of ordinary educational institutions. 

© Here inthe Ashram Schools the 

teachers work hard andl look after 
the students remaining for twenty: 
four hours, They are not entitled 
for doing private tutions, Hence 
lunless impetus like extra allowan- 
es, efe. are given to them, they will 
hot be encouraged to take more 
initintive either for the students 
i ‘or forthe school,

‘The existing rate of stipend for 
fesch student isnot — sullelent, 
Usually they take very poor meals 
twice in a day. The money is not 
sufficient to provide tiffin to. the 
boys. At Chandikhole, some of the 
elderly boys eat rice more then 600 
‘grams and the teacher in charge of 
the mess faees the deficit of Flee 
{in every month, Hence the rate 
‘of stipend shouldbe inereased to 
par with the whirling rise of the 
prices 
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‘The headmaster is the guthority 
Uf the Ashram School. ‘The grants 
for various sections are not sent {0 
‘the headyiaster bus to the D. W. O. 
This ereates lots of practical ‘In 
conveniences. The "headmaster 
cannot spend money in time and he 
‘oes not have any independence too, 
In the year 1985 Rs, 200 was sane 
tioned to the D. W. 0, for pure 

sing brary books for ‘Takara 
‘Ashram School. Accordingly te 
hers gave a ist of books, But due 
to some dieutties, the books could 
not be purchased and the money 
was surrendered. Sometimes the 
rant come for the sehool and the 
teachers are quite ignorant of them, 


‘The exising accommodations for 
the teachers and the students are to 
be repaired in all Ashram School 
and a few more accommodations 
are to be provided for the teachers 
fand the students of Chandilchole 
High Schoo! 


However, these are some of the 
Jacunas and attention should be 
aiven to over come those deflelen 
ies to make the Ashram Schools 
full-fledged and up-to-date institu 
tions, The study would be more 
scientifle and the percentages of, 
‘effectiveness would be more aceu 
rate if more time would be given to 
‘observe the activites of the ex:
